While both the Village Treas­ 
urer, Fred Lorenzen, and Wheeling 
Township School Treasurer, Wan. 
J. Hausam, are expecting checks 
from County Treasurer McDon­ 
ough from the $7,201,146 in tax col­ 
lections distributed this week, it 
appears that with Arlington H’ts 
village,

schools none of the money will be 
available for current salaries. 
The money is from 1930 foxes, 
and must be used in the case of 
the Village to take up tax war­ 
rants for past expenses. 
In the 
case of the elementary schools, $2,- 
475 has to go for 
interest

bonds, and the rest to take up 1930 
tax warrants. 
The High School 
will also have to use such money 
as it receives to retire 
tax war­ 
rants. 
$1.56 comes 
to the 
Arlington 
Heights road and bridge fund, as 
one of the small items from the 
seven million. 
The park district in Arlington 
Heights got a check Tuesday for 
over $338, which enables them to 
meet the interest on bonds and stay 
in the black. 
Country areas in Cook county 
are getting $1,548,060.21. From the 
seven million, there are 416 local 
governments in Cook county to par­ 
ticipate in the distribution of the 
tax money, and Chicago get,s the 
lion’s share. There, too, the money 
goes to take up warrants and not 
to pay salaries.

The 
Kingsport Press has 
re­ 
ceived the largest known single 
order of hymnals ever placed with 
a single concern. 
The order was 
placed by The Christian Science 
Publishing Society of Boston. 
The order 
consists of 400,000 
clothbound books and 10,000 de luxe 
full 
leather-bound 
books. 
The 
books will be distributed through­ 
out the world. 
The music plates for the 040- 
page hymnal were prepared by the 
F. II. Gilson Company of Boston, 
nationally known music composi­ 
tors. Ali of the type for the plates 
was set by hand. 
E. W. Palmer, president of the 
local plant, said some idea of the 
magnitude of the order could be 
obtained by the quantity of mate­ 
rial and time necessary 
for the 
completion of the book. Five of the 
largest perfecting presses of the 
Kingsport Press began 
w’ork on 
printing the book June 15 and were 
to run 20 hours each dav until Aug. 
25. 
A total of 325 tons of paper will 
b • used in tho book, 40,240 yards of 
book cloth, 39,000 yards of head 
bands, seven tons of end paper ma­ 
terial, 50 tons of cover board, and 
more than 210,(HIO yards of muslin 
reenforcement for the backs of the 
books. 
Mr. Palmer said probably the 
most outstanding part of the man­ 
ufacturing process would be tho use 
of more than 500.000 sheets of 22- 
carat gold for the stamping on the 
clothbound edition and gilding the 
edges and stamping 
the de luxe 
edition. 
Mr. Palmer estimated the 
cost of the gold alone at S 12.500.— 
(From Kingsport (Tenn.) Times. 
The new hymnals are expected to 
he delivered in Arlington Heights 
and other Illinois churches some 
time this month. A concordance to 
the hvmnal is provided separately, 
something rare in hvmn books.

Chicago. 111.—How motorists be­ 
have at grade crossings was dis­ 
covered in a survey conducted by 
the American Railway association, 
results of which have reached the 
Chicago Motor club.

300,000 drivers and 
the passing 
of 4,000 trains were noted in the 
study. 
Approximately three-fourths of 
the drivers slowed 
down, looked 
both ways and obeyed all signals. 
About 15 per cent were classed as 
reckless in failing to do one or 
more of these things. 
There were 
57 very narrow escapes, and it was 
noted that 140 school bus drivers 
failed to bring their buses to a stop.

Johnson, and John J. Bailey, bank 
investigator, to make a thorough 
investigation. The result was three 
indictments of Parker on charges 
of embezzlement, confidence game 
and conspiracy. 
Harrison Parker is the same per­ 
son who promoted the “Cooperative 
Society of America,” in connection 
with which concern approximately 
one hundred 
thousand 
people in 
Cook county lost a total 
of over 
$28,000,000, and also the City State 
Bank of Chicago, upon the failure 
of which depositors in Cook coun­ 
ty sustained a loss of approximate­ 
ly $4,000,000. He has been immune 
from punishment for all of his ven­ 
tures prior to this time. 
He has 
never been convicted though prose­ 
cuted in the Federal Court and the 
State Courts.

AGRICULTURE SEES A 
LIGHT IN THE DARKNESS 


That agriculture should be the 
first to see the return of prosper­ 
ity, is the view’ expressed in an 
article in 
the current American 
Bankers 
Association 
Journal. 
Farm ers have gone further in mak­ 
ing the necessary adjustment to 
meet present conditions. Crops are 
produced at the very minimum of 
expense. The crops this year will 
perhaps be the cheapest ever pro­ 
duced. 
While in industry labor continues 
to fight reduction of wages, the 
farm er has already taken his “cut 
Although 
agricultural 
conditions 
are admittedly iliad because of low 
prices, there is reason for optim­ 
ism even in this, for farm ers gen­ 
erally feel that conditions are so 
bad they cannot get worse. 
They 
believe that prices can go but one 
way, and that is upward. 
This is 
not merely hope. There are solid 
grounds for this belief. Experience 
shows that wThen the price of a 
commodity reaches a level below’ 
the cost of producing it, the pro­ 
duction of that 
commodity tends 
gradually to diminish. 
Smart farmers today are buying 
a year’s surplus of corn at 20 to 
25 cents a bushel, instead of pro­ 
ducing a new’ crop. They are per­ 
mitting their fields to run to pas­ 
ture and filling their cribs because 
they know’ they cannot produce seed 
at the present prices. 
This is encouragement, too, in 
the upward trend of livestock prices 
in the past six weeks. 
W hat about the 
“back to the 
farm ” movement? How’ will this 
affect the farm er? 
On the plus 
side, it is already having its in­ 
fluence in 
increased 
land value. 
Won’t this movement tend to add 
to the present over-production of 
commodities and make the situa­ 
tion worse ? 
Most observers do 
not til ink so. The greatest demand 
is for small acreage. 
These new’ 
“settlers” are for the .most part 
men and women who have in mind 
mere subsistence. They w’ant en­ 
ough land to enable th'em to pro-

A rate 
of speed of 50 or 60 miles an hour 
w’ith a heavy, high-powered car, on 
a cement highway, in the country 
where there are no side roads, or 
farm crossings or farm buildings, 
with no traffic of any kind upon 
the highway, with a careful driver, 
might not lie unreasonable or dang­ 
erous, while a rate of even three 
miles per hour, upon that same 
highway, in that same locality, 
w’hile a flock of sheep or cattle 
were driven thereon might be an 
unreasonable and dangerous rate of 
speed and therefore unlawful.’

If the fam ily budget is too lim it­ 
ed to supply one fresh fruit each 
day, two servings of fruit daily for 
each individual must come from 
home canned fruits. 
Peaches and 
pears 
are 
fruit 
favorites 
and 
should be chosen to fill a large por­ 
tion of the fruit jars. 
A bushel of 
peaches will fill about 18 quart jars. 
A bushel of pears will (fill at least 
30 quart jars. 
The 
canning 
of 
peaches and pears is a simple mat­ 
ter. 
Pour 
boiling water 
over 
peaches leaving it only long enough 
to loosen the skins., Plunge peaches 
at once into cold water. 
Then re­ 
move skin and let stand in cold wa­ 
ter to keep from discoloration until 
ready for cooking. 
Peaches may 
be jar cooked or they may be cook­ 
ed in the open kettle. 
A syrup of 
3 cups of sugar to I cup of water 
is used. To improve flavor add one 
peach pit to each Jar of fruit. 
P ears are usually canned when 
slightly underripe. They are pared 
and cored and then dropped a t once 
into a cold salt w ater bath made in 
the proportion of one tablespoon 
of salt to one q u art of w ater. This 
is to keep them from discoloring. 
Boil the pears gently in a syrup 
made w ith 2 cups of sugar to one 
cup of w ater, then pack into hot 
jars and seal. 
If the 
housewife 
prefers, pears m ay be packed into 
jars, covered w ith syrup made of 
3 cups of sugar to 2 cups of w ater, 
partly sealed and processed for 20 
m inutes. 
Then remove from can­ 
ner and seal im m ediately.

jars of m any kinds of fru it will 
provide a g reat variety when win­ 
ter comes.
